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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) 
or under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c) is acknowledged. Applicant has not complied 
with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an earlier filing date as follows:

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although there are a number of massage helmets in the prior art, none of them 
posses a plurality of tracks with a resilient wheel that moves along the said tracks and 
powered by a stepper motor. A rack on each of the said tracks, and well as a wheel 
carrier that is coupled to the said wheel is not present as well. No motivation exists to 
combine the structures of a massage helmet to devices outside the pertinent art that 
may contain the said structures. The use of a line, a number of frames, earphones, an 
amplifier, and the claimed controlling apparatus is unique to this application as well. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
